the approach of death soon after the

daughter, the mother also is greally 
emaciated and the physicians at the 
hospital say that her low vitality is due 
practically to starvation, 


A well known hypnotist expresses the 


opinion that the two women uncon- 
sciously hypnotized each other and that 
gas asphyxiation has nothing to do with 
the case, 


He explained that he had himself been 


hypnotized while hypnotising a patient 
and had only been awakened by the 
arousing of the subject. 


The case ot the two women has at- 


tracted the attention of scientists all 
over tfie country.
